RACING GOSSIP 

There isn’t a keener or more intelligent figure 
on the American turf than John J. McCafferty. 
He is one of your brainy self-sustaiuing kind 
who wins everywhere and whines nowhere. 
Talking recently of racing side issues he gave 
his reason for always running his horses with 
long tails. The reasons are full of common- 
sensibility. “A long tail on a horse,” said Me* 
Cafferty, “is useful to brush off the flies in hot 
weather. A horse which has been banged will 
fret and become restless in fly time. With a 
banged tail he has no means of getting rid of it. 
Even in the stall he scrapes and frets until he 
is worn-out, and many times a horse will rub all 
the hair off his hip bones in his efforts to rub 
off some annoying insect. This is my first rea- 
son. Again, a horse is not nearly as liable to be 
cut down iD a race when he has a long tail as 
when banged. When a horse is running he 
always waves it. This being the case, a horse 
coming from the rear cuts either to the inside 
or outside as soon as he catches a glimpse of a 
horse’s tail in front of him. Consequently, the 
longer the horse’s tail is the less liable is a 
horse to jump on him. 

“Nervous horses always train better with long 
tails. They are generally thin-skinned and have 
short hair, consequently are bothered more 
than a thick-skinned horse with insects, and a 
long tail is almost a necessity to keep them 
from fretting and scraping until they become so 
weak aud ill-tempered that they are not fit to 
race. I have found quite a . difference between 
a thin-skinned horse and a thick-skinned horse. 
The latter class is lazy and has to be pushed to 
work. It also has a heavy coat, aud does not 
answer to the whip and spur as readily as a 
thin-skinned horse. 

“My reason for running horses high in flesh is 
the fact that they run stronger and run longer. 
A horse with plenty of flesh on his bones will run 
race after race without feelidg it, while a horse 
keyed up to the highest pitch will surely go 
back after a race and has to be indulged before 
he is fit to race again. I am a great believer in 
running horses high in flesh.’' 



The English. Jockey Club, a far wiser body as 
to turf legislation than our own. because it has 
the leisure for study and the conservatism of 
non-interest, has passed some new racing rules 
which are worth some attention. The most 
important of the new laws bears on the handi- 
capper. It runs this way : 

The top weight to be allotted in a handicap 
shall not be less than nine stone, 126 pounds. If 
in a handicap for which there is a minor forfeit 
declared by a fixed time the highest weight ac- 
cepting was originally less than nine stone, it 
shall be raised to that weight and the other ac- 
ceptances equally. It shall be in the power of 
the stewards, by notice in the programme, to 
extend this last mentioned rule to the highest 
weight left in at 10 o’clock the preceding even- 
ing in handicaps for plates and stakes where 
there is no declaration of forfeit, provided the 
weights are fixed the night before running. 

A third rule declares: “In the absence of spe- 
cial agreement, a jockey's retainer terminates 
at the end of the racing season. Half of the 
agreed retaining fee must be paid in advance 
and the remainder at the termination of the re- 
tainer.” 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Jockey Weaver, who could always be relied 
upon in a verbal way, was* recently asked at San 
Francisco to ride old Pronto, one of the most 
doggy of the native pack. The Breeder and 
Sportsman says that Weaver s declining answer 
ran like this : “I’d like to, but 1 really can’t, you 
know. Pronto cannot run fast enough to beat a 



drum. Just take him down to the bay, aud if 
you’ll throw a stick iuto the water, it’s a twenty 
dollar gold piece to a little red apple that he 
jumps in and brings it out. It was Dot over a 
week ago that I saw him hiding a bone in his 
stall.” 

Folks who study racing and its conditions are 
told from time to time, that this and that Cali- 
fornian jockey “tossed it off.” Tossed what off? 
The race, his cap, one of his spurs, the saddle 
cloth, his whip, himself, or what? Racing slang 
over racing terms and phrases is all right, when 
it expresses more than regulation English and 
is generally understandable. But “tossed it off’, 
is obscure Cockney English aud out of line. In 
Californian pigeon English it means “lost the 
race.” 

Up to Monday last, G. C. Bennett, $5,466, E. S. 
Gardner & Son. $5,140, P. Tomlinson & Co., 
$2,405, H. McCarrou Jr.. $2,308, F.T. Wood, $2,295, 
G. W. Poole, $2,228 and Arthur & Benson, $2,182 
were the leading owners in the New Orleans 
winning list. Scherrer, 37 wins, C. Reiff, 35, 
Morse, 30, T. Burns, 21, Dorsey, 21 and Hirsch, 
20. were the leadiug riders in the New Orleans 
list of winners. 

“Bishop” Poole’s horses at New Orleans are 
running in Dan Hogan’s name nowadays. 
Hogan sued Poole for some $3000, borrowed 
money, and got the horses, which are to be 
amicably used in the interest of both creditor 
aud debtor. 

The Pacific and California Jockey clubs have 
entered into a new agreement for two years, to 
race every two weeks during the months of No- 
vember, December, January, February, March 
and April. The present California season will 
close May 15. 

There is much to-do about an Eastern rumor 
that Ben Brush has thrown out a splint as big 
as an average turf item about nothing and that 
he is a probable impossibility for the Brooklyn 
and Suburban.
